Plumstead needs wider variety 
of shops - and less rubbish left 


WHEN I first moved to Plumstead 34 
years ago it was a quiet and clean place 
with different kinds of shops. 

But now on Plumstead High Street 
all you will find is pound shops. I 
understand everyone loves a bargain, 
but it’s getting quite out of hand. 

Could someone explain how the council 
issues licences for hairdressing salons, 
mobile phone and fast food shops? 

Surely there must be a rule for how 
many of the same kind of business are 
allowed in the area? These fast food 
shops are not only damaging people’s 
health but, as a result, the amount of 
rubbish left on the streets is increased. 
As far as I can see, you don’t need to 
have so many mobile phone outlets and 
hairdressing salons on the high street. It 
would be a better place if there different 
kinds of businesses as well. 

The other thing I have noticed lately is 
that all sorts of household rubbish is 
being left wherever a large area can be 
found, for example on Riverdale Road, 
making it home for rats and foxes which 
spread diseases. 

What I cannot understand is that there 
are road sweepers passing this rubbish 
dump and yet nothing is getting done to 
clean it up. When I phoned their offices 
I was told nothing could be done as the 
rubbish was on a private land. 

I like living in Plumstead. Let’s hope 
there is some kind of resolution to make 


it a better place to live in.

• A council spokesman said: "Thank you 
for your letter. The council does have some 
control over the range of shops that can be 
found on our high streets and our planning 
policies set minimum percentages for the 
types of shops in an area such as Plumstead 
town centre. However, the classification 
of shops is decided by the government, 
and retail outlets such as hairdressers, 
newsagents, phone shops, and pound 
shops all come under the same bracket. 

In many cases, changes of use are allowed 
through permitted development rights 
- and therefore do not require planning 
permission. 

Any outlet can therefore change to a 
hairdressers or a phone shop without 
planning permission from the council. 

Hot food takeaways fall under a different 
classification and if planning permission 
were to be requested for a shop to change 
from retail to a hot food takeaway then it 
would need to comply with the council's 
planning policy regulations. 

Thank you for informing us of dumped 
rubbish on Riverdale Road. The alleyway 
in question is private land and it's the 
responsibility of the owner to clear 
it. We have contacted the managing 
agent responsible for this land and have 
given them a quote to remove the fly tip. 
Alternatively, they can arrange to have the 
rubbish removed themselves."

I'm glad to see

I agree that early diagnosis is vital both 
for the person living with dementia and 
their informal carers.

However, I urge all of us not to lose sight 
of the importance of the quality of care 
people with dementia receive in our care 
homes.

Doors: Elderly Care Exposed’. 

I believe to avoid similar incidences of 
physical and emotional abuse our care 
workers and house managers need to 
receive quality training, support and 
supervision which encourages and 
provide opportunities for continuous 
professional development. 

A recent research visit into dementia care 
in Japan has giving me an insight into 
good practice. 

A care worker’s job is a recognised 
profession, consequently it is paid 
accordingly. 

Training is provided in conflict 
resolutions and stress management; 
emotional support is provided, too. 

To sum up, to be dementia-friendly we 
need to consider the accessibility of 
all environments, societies attitudes, 
community involvement and the care 
provided both to the person living with 
dementia and their families.

THE Royal Arsenal is set to become 
London’s newest cultural destination 
under plans announced by the royal 
borough last Friday. 

The council has already received 
expressions of interest from three major 
arts institutions for the proposed Cultural 
Quarter.

ANOTHER new skills centre is being 
created in the borough after the 
council purchased a site in Plumstead. 

The site at 82-86 Nathan Way has 
been earmarked for the creation of an 
industrial estate and new Craft Skills 
Centre. 

On completion the new craft 
centre will provide 500 new training 
opportunities a year. 

It also adds to the council’s set of 
skills centres which together are 


creating 2,500 training places across 
the borough. 

The development will also generate 
some 46,000 sq ft of new industrial space 
which will help to meet the growing 
demand from businesses wishing to 
operate in the borough. The prospect 
of a Crossrail station at Woolwich 
being operational in 2018 is raising the 
profile of the borough, and increasing 
interest from businesses moving into 
and investing in Greenwich. 


Under the proposals agreed by the 
council, 20 business units will be built 
on the site. This will be complimented 
with two larger units that will make 
up the Craft Skills Centre - bringing 
the total number of skills centres in 
the borough to five. 

Greenwich Council is providing the 
bulk of the funding for the project to 
develop the industrial units, with costs 
for the craft skills centre coming from 
the Working Neighbourhood Fund 
and Lovells who will be the council’s 
partner in running the centre. 

Building work on site is due to begin 
at the end of year and completed in 
2015, subject to planning permission. 


No strong brews 

Woolwich traders help to tackle alcohol-fuelled crimes

SHOPS and supermarkets in 
Woolwich town centre are signing up 
to a new campaign designed to cut 
alcohol fuelled crimes. 

More than half the businesses that 
sell alcohol have already signed up to a 
scheme in which they agree to stop selling 
super strength lager and cider brewed at 
six per cent or more. 

Small shops and bigger stores are 
being encouraged to join the voluntary 
programme. 

The high-strength alcohol campaign 
called ‘Reducing the Strength’ is being 
piloted in Woolwich town centre. And 
there are plans to extend it to other parts 
of the borough. 

Local police say extra strong lager and 
cider are a huge factor in violent crime 
and antisocial behaviour in the town 
centre. 

Their figures show that alcohol plays 
a part in 11 per cent of all crimes, but 
rockets to 25 per cent when it involves 
violence against people. 

Alcohol is sold by 27 shops and stores in 
the town area, and so far 16 have promised 
not to sell super strength alcohol. 

Trader Jay Patel, manager of the 
newsagents in Greens End, near the DLR 
station, is backing the initiative. 

He said: “I stopped selling strong lager 
and cider three months ago - I was 
the first one to do it. I have found a big 
difference in three months with the sort 
of people who come into the shop. Some 
of them still come in and argue if we 
refuse to serve them, but it has done me 
a big favour to stop selling strong alcohol. 
I have lost a little bit in takings, but I’m 
very pleased to be part of the campaign. 

“Some other shops are still selling it, and 
I think that if I’ve stopped, then everyone 
else should as well. If that happens, then 
the campaign will work.”

Rush hour patrols

Betting shop taskforce to launch in July 


A NEW scheme is being set up to prevent 
crime generated by the high concentration of 
betting shops in Woolwich Town Centre. 

A quarter of all antisocial behaviour in the 
town centre involves bookies' premises. 

Half of town centre betting shops are based in 
the Greens End and Beresford Square area. 

Of the 96 crimes committed in this area 
last year, more than a fifth took place in the 
betting shops. 

In July a new council-led information-sharing 
forum, called BetWatch, is being launched 


in partnership with betting shop managers, 
the police, and shops that sell alcohol. It 
aims to encourage bookies to become more 
responsible when taking bets - for example 
not doing business with people who appear 
to be drug users or the worse for drink. 

A council spokesperson said: "The 
partnership wants to work with bookmakers 
to encourage them to identify and address 
any issues to provide a safe environment for 
their customers and staff as they themselves 
can often be victims."

FOUNDER Sharon Brokenshire 
described South London Special League 
as “one big family” at the group’s 10th 
anniversary World Cup tournament. 

And Sharon, who started the organisation 
with her redundancy money, received huge 
praise from many quarters at the London 
Marathon Playing Fields at Shooters Hill 
last Thursday 

Lord Pendry, who was at the launch of the 
charity which gives sporting opportunities 
to people with disabilities, represented 
the Football Foundation - of which he 
is president - at the event, featuring 150 
children from schools across south London. 

He said: “Elections are going on in my 
constituency in Manchester but I wouldn’t 
have missed this for anything. I was an MP 
for 31 years and shadow sports minister for 
five and you can only admire what Sharon 
has done. 

“She has put so much effort into helping 
children with disabilities who enjoy 
playing football. Grass roots level is what 
it’s all about and she’s brought a distinctly 
different approach to grass roots football for 
disabilities.” 

Ex-professional footballer Paul Elliott, who 
started his career at Charlton, explained why 
he had been only too happy to say yes when 
Sharon asked him to be the SLSL patron 10 
years ago - and intends to continue. 

He said: “I sit on many boards - probably 
21 in total - and I’ve known Sharon for a 


long time. When I do talks, I talk about 
leadership, commitment and dedication and 
people being born to make a difference - and 
that is Sharon. 

“A lot of people are excluded from 
mainstream sport because of their disability 
and my heart was really in supporting this. I 
am proud and privileged to be the patron. It 
is so wonderfully inclusive.” 

Referring to awards won at local, national 
and European football levels, he added: 
“Sharon and her team deserve all the 
recognition they receive. There’s no agenda 


with her, she just wants to provide for people 
with disabilities.” 

Paul, also a director of Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust since its inception, was 
presented with a Jack Petchey leadership 
award by SLSL when the presentations 
were made to the day’s winners. 

A team from Croydon, playing as South 
Korea, won the main contest for U16 teams, 
beating a side from West Wickham. 

Corelli College, playing as France, lost 
their semi-final after coming second in their 
group, but won one of the fair play awards. 


PE teacher Sara Lea said of SLSL: “It is 
really good for our children in terms of team 
building. 

“Lots of the boys have difficulty with 
social skills and sport improves that. We’ve 
done boccia and curling through [SLSL] and 
the kids have really enjoyed it.” 

Charlton Park Academy, playing as 
Netherlands, also reached the semi-finals. 

Sharon told everyone at the end: “We are 
a team and a family.

It is part of the Playground to 
Podium initiative, which ensures 
a long and lasting legacy from the 
London 2012 Games. 

The playgrounds are in 
Kidbrooke’s Chiswell Square, 
Charlton Park, Eltham Park, 
Hornfair Park and The Slade in 
Plumstead. 

They have been equipped with 
new swings, climbing frames, 
slides and roundabouts. 

The new kit means all children 
with a disability, including 
wheelchair users, can play with 
other children and get important 
exercise. Similar equipment is 
now being considered for other 
borough playgrounds. 

The new facilities follow talks 
with a specialist children’s 
physiotherapist and Greenwich 
Parent Voice, a group of parents 
and carers who have children with 
disabilities or special educational 
needs. 

GPV parent Vivien Davies said: 
“We are thrilled that we now have 
playgrounds designed for children 
of all abilities to play in together. 

“These are modern, imaginative 
and fully accessible - a space for 
kids to have fun, take physical 
risks safely, make new friends 
and burn off some energy in the 
fresh air.” 



To date, Playground to Podium 
has secured nearly £5million to 
provide first-class play and fitness 
facilities. 

They include 14 new outdoor 
gyms, six cricket nets and two full- 
sized wickets, three new multi-use 
games areas and refurbishing 12

YOUNGSTERS assigned to a programme to 
steer them away from anti-social behaviour 
and falling into crime have won a trophy 
against a similar group from Bromley for a 
second year running. 

About a dozen young men aged 13-19 
have been taking part in the PuncheZ 
course, which uses boxing as a platform 
to learn discipline, team-building, social 
interaction, fitness and behaviour. 

The 16-week courses have been held at 
the Waterfront for about 18 months. It was 
set up by the Frank Bruno Foundation, in 
conjunction with the Greenwich Youth 
Offending Service, with coaches supplied 
from Boxing 4 Schools. 

Youngsters do sparring routines and also 
take part in sessions such as first aid, sexual 
health and drugs, with visiting speakers 
including the Police and the service’s 
volunteer cadets. 

One young person who has turned his life 
around, Femi, 18, has been on the courses 
since they began. He is now an apprentice 
web designer with a company in Vauxhall, 
while taking a four-year Open University 


degree course. He appreciates the chance 
to get fit. 

“When I do this and I’m out of breath, I just 
know I have got fitter,” he said. “Even if I 
haven’t improved my fitness on a particular 
day, I’ve been involved in a challenge and 
tested what I can do and I like a challenge.” 

On the competition and trophy victory, 
he added: “We had to run and do press ups 
and do things like putting stickers on parts 
of the body to identify them (against the 
clock) and it was fun.” 

Femi now hopes to improve the life of 


others. “What I want to do is be the person 
training other people to get fit,” he said. 

“Working in a group can be as good 
as working by yourself. I learn from the 
coaches here, so I can take that position as 
leader,” said Femi, who is the captain of a 
football team in Plumstead. 

Another teenager, Lucas, who was 
referred to the course, said: “It keeps me 
off the streets and [away from] causing 
trouble.” He is doing a sports and leisure 
BTEC course jointly at Charlton Athletic 
and Bexley College.
